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ABSTRACT 

Forty-four documents printed between 1967 and 1974 
are listed in this annotated bibliography of library science and 
documentation literature which were written in Vietnam in connection 
with the Library Development Activity of the U,S. Office of 
Education, U.S* A.I. D. /Vietnam. The bibliography is arranged 
chronologically to reflect the developmental processes of the Library 
Development Activity which had three major thrusts: 1) formation of 
library staff, 2) formation of a Vietnamese library science 
discipline and 3) formation of experimental library units. Host of 
the documents are in both Vietnamese and English and cover such 
topics as a basic collection for a high school library, subject 
headings and rules for catalogerSf library science training in 
Vietnam and similar subjects, location in Vietnam is given for each 
entry; many of the documents have been deposited with the Vietnamese 
Library Association.

I, INfRODUCrtON 



The purpose of this l)ibl io,^raphical essay is to <=ot dnv/n n 
chronology of materials illustrating the process of library <1rvolf)p- 
ment undertaken In Vlet-Nam since This date coincidp<; vMtli 

the establishment of the library Pevelopment Activity, which nporpAj^i] 
within the Office of Mucatlon, U.S*A*I.D./Viet-Nam. As such, tlir 
various titles cited herewith reflect In one way or anothrr n con-- 
nectlon with this office and It^ program nf activities. 

The kind of development undertaken by this technical assistnncf* 
agency stressed three strands of work: 

\) Formation of library -taPf 

2) Formation nf a Vietnanr.esf> libni*\' -cienco M -cipliriP 

3) Forrnatlon of experimental (pilot) library unit-; in 
which staff could utilize and test the docurnentat u»n 
ftlven the developing discipline. 

The bibliographical uafoldin;^ contained in the paj^es which 
follow contributes in one way or another to one or all .r)f the<=p b-^sic 
efforts. But the process must be viewed as having only botMin. ^ 
great deal of staff formation remains to be undertaken at hon^e -Uid 
abroad; the discipline urgently needs a<1ditional flocnmentat i on: and 
as developments in these two areas move space, more fmict. If^u'il li- 
braries must bo established! 



Thp o.ssonco of the procoss *<ijini f that nlmo^t ovprythinil 
rt^ppnds on continued forrnatlon of library stafJ. [t is the hwmn 
resources committed to the profe^.«5i nnnl area which will prove 
capiible of producing what will bo necderl forever in tho way of 
operational and theoretical literature: ai^d it 5s thi-^ <r\mo )iumnn 
infusion which must produce on a continuing basis the serviCf* in 
actual library situations based on evolving theory an(! practice. 

Test the bibliography here offered be Considered as n result of 
an Individual or of an office, let me offer several interpretations 
at this point; 

1) No attempt ha,s here been nvide to collect: and tf) cite 
every piece of paper issued by the Library nevelopment Activity. 
Documentation recorded hex^e combines to establish that various 
sepcirated documents from a considerable number of individuals 
and agencies have given a base to a Vietnamese library science 
literature, where heretofore none had existed. 

2) The listing of what may appear to l)e repetitive cita- 
tions illustrates the unfolding of the developmental process. 
For example item #1 presents the problem of professional and 
technical vocabulary; and it is item ^41 which brings a 
resolution of a kind to the problem into view. 

3) There are probably no truly definitive titles containfMl 
here* Fach reflects a given state of the art at n j^^iven time; 
and with few exceptions, by thn date many of these titles wore 
issued, they had already become preys to obsolesccf^cp. As frus- 
trating as this recognition often seems, It is a healthy con-- 

d it ion, and in a developmental sense, this state of affairs must 
be perpetuated.' 

4) Very few titles cited hore represent the work of ^in«ile 
individuals operating alone. True development must of necessity 
transpire .iointly, and this is amply illustrated here in 
vast majority of citations. The Biblical saying : that he who 
would save his soul, must first loose it, is a difficult thin^^ 
with which to live- In an area committed to service nnj? to 
facilitating as free a flov/ of information as po-^sible, this 
loosing of self, however, must figure almost as a job prp-re.-)ui- 
site. In summary to this point, the bibliography illustralr\s 
that at those junctures where synthes is was able to overcome 
analysi -^, a leap forward insured. 



5) Locations within Vtof-Nrim nro rocordorl for .ilmnvl nl] 
titles* This does not mean that ndrrjuntr* ruiarititio^ nf (m^jmp-^ 
of any one title probably over existed* As the library :;rienco 
profession develops maturity^ anrt as the Vietnamese 1 ilirnry 
Association exerts increasingly professional leadership, the 
paucity of materials needs certainly to be overcome* insofar 
as the Library Development Activity can bequeath to the Viet-- 
namese Library Association authorization to reproduce those 
materials appearing directly from the formers' operation, this 
i^ocument officially records this authorization* 

6) Inherent in preparation and production of almost every 
title cited here tensions of one sort or another were present. 
In part, this reality stemmed from the relationship of a new 
conception and a new profession attejnpting to estahli?5h Itself 
within an old milieu. Often, simple pressures of manifold 
duties forcing themselves into too limited a span of time pavp 
rise to problems* Again, the tussle between personal rinri profes*- 
slonal levels of operation caused relationships to fray- 
In a developmental sense, the existence of tensions sugt^e.sts 
a kind of normalcy* The bibliographical story contained in this 
paper suggests that a professional ambiance has slowly becnmo 
the rule in the literature of the discipline, the matter of 
tensions notwithstanding. As the cadre dpvelops its reserves 
of truly comnittted, professional-level personnel, tensions 
and friction are bound to abate In some measure* 

For the cofnpiler of this listing, the experience of serving; 
the lihrf^ry development cause in Viet-Nam has nr»ver lacked for 
exhilaration* A portltn of this enthusiasm may be dptpcted in i\nch 
of the titles included here* To the numerous colleagues who !iavp 
generously collaborated with the Library Drvnlopnont Activity over 
these many years: first, my heartfelt gratitude: secondly, my 
stncerest good wishes for a continued outflowing of energy and ^nr»d 
works, from which I hope you too will derive a sense of exhi lr7rat ion 
and satisfaction-

In tandem with cataloguing rules, the F.ibrary Devnlopment 
Activity collaborated with the Vietnamese I-ibrary Assise iat ion through-
